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The Province of the Supreme Courl.
Our Democratic contemporary counts greatiy
upon the action of the Supreme Court.
It anticipates a decision that the late Rebe!
communities are States, and entitled to repre-
gentation in Congroesas, and adds:—

“This dee'ston made, will place Alabamna by
the mde of Penpsylvauin and New York and
Maine, Bhe will be enfifled to representation
1o the Benste, nud the abeence of such repreeen-
tation will arxsgqualify that body from ir inq the
Presgdent on articles of impeachment. It ia the
Senste of the United States, and no other body,
that is muthorized by the Constitution to dis.
chare that duty, 10 Alasbama is deprived of
her representation, especinlly after a decision
that will vindleate snd avouth her status ns a
State, the que stion d¢ plain that the Senote can-
not try the President, and that its acthion in that
airection will be & usurpation of power bath
dangeérous and despote, Thie is n vlew of the
caee oot taken in the eaucus of he radical
party, but still they may have to consider It us
the lmpeachment moyement rogresscs,

There never was a more hollow pretense
han that which 1s made by the Democrats of
suparior devotion to the Gonstitution, They
indorse the President in his sssumption of
legislative powers, and now they would have
the Supremo Court usurp functions which
belong alone to the legislative branch ol the
Government,

The admission of States into the Unlon 1s
purely a legislative matter, with which the
Supreme Court has nothing whatever to do,
These conservatives, in their new-born do~
light over what they assume the Supreme
Court may yet decide, seem to think there is
no possible limit to the action of that body.

But this they will ind is a mistake. If the
Supreme Court were to Jecide that Nebraska
is already a State in the Union, does any-
body suppose that decision would be binding
upon Congress, or that Congress would cease
to be a valid body, becanse it should refuse
to admit Senators and Representatives from
Nebraska? Mr. Jefferson did not hesitate
to admit that the purchase of Louisiana was
unwarranted by the Conpst'tution, yet he
justified it on the ground of public policy.
Buppose, now, that the Supreme Court should
assume to decide that the acquisition of
Louisiana was wunconstitotional, and that
the whole vast territory which was acquired
“ at that time does not belong to the United
Slates, would such a decision as that be
worth anything? Would anybody respect
it? So,now,the stalus of the late Rebel
States with reference to their participation
in the polilical power of the Union Is a mat-
ter belonging solely to Congress. The
Supreme Court has 10 more power over it
than it would have in the cases we have
supposed. Should it attempt to go outside
of itz proper fleld, and attempt -to infringe
upon the power of Congress in this matter,
it would itself be guilty of usurpation, and
those of its members participating in the act
would be plainly liable to impeachment,

Nor even if the Supreme Court were to
decide that every one of the late Rebel com-
munities is at this moment a State in the
Union, and entitled to representation, does it
follow that the exclusion of Senators and
Representatives from these States would
invalidate Congress, The power of reception
or exclusion is sole and uitimate with Con-
gress, The Supreme Qourt may say that a
cectain community is a State in the Union,
but it can never decide that A B is entitled
to a seat as Senator, or C D is a Representative
therefrom,. Congress may refuse their admis-
sion on a thousand different grounds, right
or wrong, and there is no higher body to’
whom an appeal can be taken, except the
people of the United States. "Lhe idea that
Qongress ceases to be a valid body because it
refuses to admit & certaln man as member,
when somebody else says he is entitled to be
a member, when the Constitution makes
Congress itsell’ sole judge of that very ques-
tion, is a bit of puerility quite worthy of some
of our Democratic wiseacres. The act of
refusal Is, at the most, but an unconstitu-
tional act, and no more invalidates Congress
itsell than any other unconstitutional act
would,

“The Supreme Court has certain well-
defined functions—a certain fleld in which it
may act, Outside of that it cannot go with-
out becoming guilty of usurpation. The
matter of reconstructing the late Rebel com-
munities is one of the things over which the
Supreme Court has no power. Ite simple
duty is to follow the action of the legisiative
branch of \he Government, Thia has been
the uniform practice ot the Court itself in
times past upon all politleal questions, Such
was its doctrine in the Dorr case. Euch, we
doubt not, will be its doctrine now, But If
not, all we have to say is that the American
people were never In a mood of less tolera~
tion towards judiclal usurpation than they
are now. Congress Is not only superlor to
Presidents, but it is also superior to Judges
and can bring them before its own high bar
to suswer for any attempt to exercise uncon-
stitutional powers,

And this tissue of surmises, gossip, and
stock-jobbing inventions—this network of
falsehood, fancies, and personal “puffs"—is
To dish out to the public these
delicacies of unfounded rumors, the leading
journals of the country support a “Washing-
ton Bureau.” The legitimate province of a
newspaper is to furnish its readers with facts.
Speculations may be tolerated, but the publi-
cation of falsehoods as events is beyond the
energy and enterprise expected.

To cleanse this Augean stable is impos-
sible, The whole f(abric ought to be torn
down. Let a few !eading papers do away
with their Pandora box of falsehoods, and
others will follow. We are compelled
to maintain the system because others
do, and while recognizing the evil must sub-
mit to it. Competition may be a good
thing, but retorm is better, Here is an un-
doubted evil.  Let it be abated. Let regular
correspondence take the p'ace of these hasty,
crude, and generally false despatches,and the
public will know as much as it does, and will
learn to have relisnce on what it hems,
and not put every f.om down as a talsehood
until it is proved, by confirmation, to be other-
